AN ACT Relating to donation of surplus construction property to
nonprofit corporations; anending RCW 43.19.1919 and 39.12. 020; addi ng
a new section to chapter 43.19 RCW and creating a new section.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that:

(1) Nunerous Washington citizens are unable to acquire adequate
housi ng and ot her basic necessities because they are poor or infirm

(2) Nonprofit corporations are attenpting to build or repair |ow
cost housing for these persons, but are finding it difficult to fund
the increasing demand for such assistance; and

(3) State agencies and those who contract with them to denolish
repair, or construct structures owned by the state generate surplus
buil ding materials that have little nonetary value and are not usefu
to state institutions, but that would assist nonprofit organizations in
their attenpts to provide habitable environments for these persons.
The legislature therefore finds that it is in the best interest of the
state to provide for the donation of surplus state-owned construction
property and property produced fromdenolition of existing structures
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to qualifying nonprofit corporations to assist themin housing the poor
and infirmcitizens of the state.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 43.19 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) As used in this section:

(a) "Surplus construction property" includes personal property,
building materials, or previously used infrastructure or building
remants:

(1) That the state agency conducting or supervising the
construction, repair, or denolition project has determined wll be
di scarded; and

(1i) That has mniml value or for which the cost of transport and
redi stribution anong state agencies would exceed the value of the
property.

(b) "Director"” nmeans the director of general adm nistration

(2) A state agency that contracts for or is the |ead agency
responsible for supervising denolition, repair, or construction
services or projects on behalf of the state, or that conducts

denolition, repair, or construction projects, shall identify surplus
construction property and shall informthe director of the existence of
the property. The director shall establish a procedure for

distributing surplus construction property to qualified nonprofit
corporations that hold tax exenpt status under 26 U S.C. 501(0C(3).
The director shall confirm that the property identified as surplus
construction property by a state agency falls within that definition
and shall donate the surplus <construction property under the
established distribution procedure. This donation of surplus property
may occur only on condition:

(a) That the donated materials be used solely for construction or
repair of housing used by the poor or infirm or

(b) That the donated materials be sold and the proceeds of sale be
used solely for construction or repair of housing used by the poor or
infirm The departnent of general admnistration shall maintain a
witten record of the type of surplus property donated to each
nonprofit corporation and the approxi mate val ue of that property.
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Sec. 3. RCW43.19.1919 and 2000 ¢ 183 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

The division of purchasing shall sell or exchange personal property
belonging to the state for which the agency, office, departnent, or
educational institution having custody thereof has no further use, at
public or private sale, and cause the noneys realized fromthe sal e of
any such property to be paid into the fund from which such property was
purchased or, if such fund no |onger exists, into the state genera
f und. This requirenent is subject to the follow ng exceptions and
limtations:

(1) This section does not apply to property under RCW 27.53. 045,
28A. 335.180, ((e+)) 43.19.1920, or section 2 of this act;

(2) Sales of capital assets nmay be made by the division of
purchasing and a credit established in central stores for future
purchases of capital itenms as provided for in RCW 43.19.190 through
43.19. 1939;

(3) Personal property, excess to a state agency, including
educational institutions, shall not be sold or disposed of prior to
reasonabl e efforts by the division of purchasing to determne if other
state agencies have a requirenent for such personal property. Such
determ nation shall follow sufficient notice to all state agencies to
al l ow adequate tinme for themto nake their needs known. Surplus itens
may be di sposed of without prior notification to state agencies if it
is determned by the director of general adm nistration to be in the
best interest of the state. The division of purchasing shall maintain
a record of disposed surplus property, including date and nethod of
di sposal, identity of any recipient, and approximte value of the
property;

(4) This section does not apply to personal property acquired by a
state organi zation under federal grants and contracts if in conflict
with special title provisions contained in such grants or contracts;

(5) A state agency having a surplus personal property asset with a
fair market value of less than five hundred dollars may transfer the
asset to another state agency w thout charging fair market value. A
state agency conducting this action nust maintain adequate records to
conply with agency inventory procedures and state audit requirenents.
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Sec. 4. RCW39.12.020 and 1989 c 12 s 7 are each anmended to read
as follows:

The hourly wages to be paid to |aborers, workers, or nechanics
upon all public works and under all public building service maintenance
contracts of the state or any county, nunicipality or political
subdi vision created by its laws, shall be not |less than the prevailing
rate of wage for an hour's work in the sane trade or occupation in the
locality within the state where such |abor is perforned. For a
contract in excess of ten thousand dollars, a contractor required to
pay the prevailing rate of wage shall post in a location readily
visible to workers at the job site: PROVI DED, That on road
construction, sewer |line, pipeline, transmssion line, street, or alley
i nprovenent projects for which no field office is needed or
established, a contractor may post the prevailing rate of wage
statenent at the contractor's local office, gravel crushing, concrete,
or asphalt batch plant as Iong as the contractor provides a copy of the
wage statenent to any enpl oyee on request:

(1) A copy of a statenent of intent to pay prevailing wages
approved by the industrial statistician of the departnent of |abor and
i ndustries under RCW 39. 12. 040; and

(2) The address and tel ephone nunber of the industrial statistician
of the departnent of |abor and industries where a conplaint or inquiry
concerning prevailing wages nmay be nade.

This chapter shall not apply to workers or other persons regularly
enpl oyed on nonthly or per diem salary by the state, or any county,
muni ci pality, or political subdivision created by its |aws.

This chapter does not apply to persons acting on behalf of a
qualified nonprofit corporation holding tax exenpt status under 26
US C 501(c)(3) who are collecting or renoving donated surplus
construction property as defined in section 2 of this act.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. If any provision of this act or its
application to any person or circunstance is held invalid, the
remai nder of the act or the application of the provision to other
persons or circunstances is not affected.
